Chairman Tommy R. Shaw 
pointed out that most of this mon- 
ey is spent locally by farm fam- 
ilies, so the “advance payment” 
feature also benefits local mer- 
chants and farm machinery and 
seed dealers. 

The 1962 feed grain program 
is similar in operation to last 
year’s program. The principal suc- 
cess of the 1961 program was in 
cutting the national feed grain 
surplus for the first time in 9 
years. Mr. Shaw said the goal 
this year is to continue the trend 
ta bring about a better balance: 
between feed - grain production 
‘and eeds.

New Corn Pest Spreading; 


Over Much Of State | 

STATE COLLEGE, Miss.—The' 
southwestern corn borer is moving 
out of the southwest and Missis- 
sippi is in its path. Apparently 
spreading northward from Mexi- 
co, entomologists say it entered 
Arizona, New Mexico, and Texas 
in 1913 ahd has moved into 13 
states. 

Although the -corn borer was 
not reported in Mississippi until 
1959, it has been. found in 32 
counties in the northern half of 
the state and has become a corn 
pest of great. economic impor- 
tance; It injuries young corn by 
tunneling in the stem, and stalks 
of mature corn may be weakened 
by girdling activity..In a joint re- 
search project, the U. S. Depart- 
ment of Agricultural and the Mis- 
sissippi Agricultural Experiment 
Station seek: the best means of 
stopping this. borer damage. 

- One approach to controlling the 
pest has. been early planting. In 


Branch Experiment Station, Stone- 
ville, corn planted April 11 had 
less borer damage than that plant- 
ed at three later dates. Another 
study involves a comparison of 
borer infestation on 25 hybrids. 
Infestation ranged from 58% on 
one hybrid to 90% on another.

Motor Vehicle Inspections 
Running According To 
Schedule Is Report 


Inspections under Mississippi’s 
Motor Vehicle Inspection Law are 
running according to schedule. 
Figures released this week by Di- 
rector of Finance and Staff Oper- 
ation Boyd Golding and Motor 
Vehicle Inspector R. L. Morgan 
showed that a total of 708\085 ve- 
hicles had been inspected and 
passed as of the end of 1961.

11. ‘At the time harvest, select the 
seed potatoes for next year’s bed- 
ding. Dust with 10% DDT dust 
and store separately, away from 
other potatoes. 

12. When you bank your potatoes 
in the fall, dust them lightly with 
10% DDT dust. Use about 1 
pound to each 10 bushels of pota- 
toes.
